Mr. Bryan states that he believes the 
free coinage of Silver by our Government 
alone, at the rate of 16 to 1. would raise 
the price of silver to f 1 30 per ounce, and 
he never tires of alleging that our Gov- 
ernment is strong and rich and powerful 
enough to accomplish this result without 
waiting or asking for the co operation of 
aay other country. 

In making this prediction Mr Bryan ig- 
nores the experience of this and other Na- 
tions of the world in regard to the coinage 
of silver during the past one hundred 
years; but, waiving that, let us see what 
his preposition involves: 

it will bo conceded by Mr. 
Bryan and his adherents that the price of 
silver bullion in this country cannot be 
affected without at the same time affect- 
lag it everywhere, and that the rite is the 
price Will apply to ail stiver, whether in 
bars or wares as wall as in oota, ihreaih- 
out the world. 



The figures I shall give, except these 
showing the production of silver since 
1382, are all taken from a report submitted 
by Mr. Voorhees, a Kree-silver advocate, 
on behalf of the Finance Committee of 
the Senate, March 5(b, 18W, which report 
it entitled "Coinage Laws of the United 
States from 1793 to 1894, with an Appen- 
dix relating to Coins and Currency, Fourth 
Edition, Revised and Corrected to August 
1st, 1894 Prepared under the direction 
of the Committee." 

According to that report, page 275. the 
production of silver ip the world from 
1498 to 1892 amounted to 7,522.507,710 
ounces, and there has been produced 
since 1892 about 600.000,000 Ounces in 
round numbers. Add this to the other 
sum and we have a total of 8,182,507,716 
ounces I have no data showing the pro- 
duction of silver prior to 1498, and hence 
I cannot give the figures, but I think it 
may be safely assumed that It amounted 
to as much as the whole amount of silver 
that has been lost or destroyed. In order 
to be sure that we are on the right side, 
however, let us deduct 188.507,716 ounces, 
and elate the present supply of silver in 
its various forms in the woild at 8.000.- 
000.000 ounces. This is worth 66 coots 
per ounce or $5,880,000,000 in the aggre- 
gate. 

To this, according to Mr. Bryan • opin 
ion, the legislative fiat of our Govern- 
alone would, add sixty three 
per ounce or f5, 040, 000, 000. And, strange 
to say. the larger part of this added 
wealth would be outeMe of our own 
In gold standard countries the 



commercial value of the silver coins in 
circulation would be brought nearly to 
the gold standard. This flat of ours 
would substantially double the value of 
$112,000,600 in silver coins in Great Brit- 
ain, $500,000,000 in France. $315,000,000 
in Germany, $54,000,000 in Belgium, 
$16,000,000 In Italy. 115,000.000 in Switz- 
erland, $8,000,000 In Greece, $155,000,000 
in Spain, •10,080,000 In Portugal, $85,000. 
000 iu Austro Hungary, $56,010,000 in the 
Netherlands, $4,900,000 in Sweden, $5,- 
400,000 in Denmark, $44,000,000 in Tur- 
key. $7,000,000 in Australia, •15.000.000 
in Egypt, and $110,000,000 In the Straits, 
besides $626,000,000 in this country, and 
raise all this money nearly to par with 
gold; and yet we are told that all these 
countries not only refuse to Join Mr. 
Bryan and his supporters, but even do 
not sympathize with them in this stupes 
dous enterprise which would add so much 
to their wealth and in a large degree re- 
lieve them from the burden now reeling 
upon tbem of keeping their gold and sil- 
ver coins at par with each other In their 
circulation. But how would it work In 
the silver standard countries? 

This Government Sat of ours would at 
one fell swoop substantially double the 
value of Ml ,000.000 in silver coins in Rus- 
sia; $60,000,000 in Mexico; $8,000,000 in 
the Central American States; $80,000,000 
In the South American States; $960,000,- 
000 In India, and $788,000,000 in China, 
and would at the same time double all 
the private and public debts of those 
countries, which hare boss contracted 
on the silver basis. But Mr, Bryan's

He asserts that he believes that this legis- 
lative flat on our part would not only 
bring the silver now in existence to par 

with gold at the ratio of 16 to t, but 
would keep it and the future production 
there, although doubling the price would 
hereafter probably double the produc- 
tion. 

In view of these facta, la there any Im- 
propriety In inquiring bow it Is that we, 
70.OW.000 strong, can affect the money of 
1,850,000,000 people by a simple statute, 
while the 1,850,000,000 cannot by legisla- 
tion affect us? And are the people of 
Great Britain and continental Europe 
and mauy millions of Americsns to he 
dubbed "money-grabbers" and "pluto- 
crats," If they 
Mr. Bryan has found 
din's wonderful lam) 

e stupendous results? And are the 
millions of people in this country, who 
have made contracts and Investments 
pon the present monetary standard, 
which is gold, and which has been the 
standard at least since 1879, and I think 
since 1884. to be charged with being| un- 
reasonable when they ask Mr. Bryan to 
state explicitly what he believes would 
occur not only to their Interests, but to 
the business of the whole country, if his 
prediction as to the rise In the price of 
silver should net be fulfilled, and the 
itandard of exchange should suddenly be 
changed from a gold to a silver basis, 
with no, or at best a slight, advance in 
the com mercial val ue of silver bullion?

The Contract Wheat for December— It I*

Wear the "Corner l.w-1-rte* of 
Wheat Closed Thursday at OS 1-S. 

CnicAOO, Sept 25.— December wheat 
began to take an upward turn on the 
Chicago board of trade Thursday, and 
John Cudahy, the credited holder of 
nearly all the contract wheat for De- 
cember, is reported to have a deep-laid 
scheme to keep the stuff until the dol- 
lar mark is reached.

EVIDENCE 

Of a Growing Spirit for Closer 
Union in South America. 



A Policy of American Commerce for 
Americans Only Favored. 



Washinton, Sept 25.— The state de- 
partment continues to record evidence 
of the growing spirit in South and 
Central American republics favoring 
a policy of "American commerce 
for Americana only," aa the result 
of tbe forcible reiteration of the 
Monroe doctrine, the latest conspicu- 
ous cases being the movement in Bra- 
all for a closer union with its neigh- 
bors and the cordial attitude toward 
the United States in Chill, that coun- 
try having for the last alx or eight 
years manifested a rather cool dlsposi- 

Mr. Thompson, in a dlsp.-.tch to this 
government regar ling the annual re- 
port of the Brazilian minister of for- 
eign affairs for this year, write*: 

"The minister appears to be thor- 
oughly imbued with the purpose of 
bringing the South American repub- 
lics into a closer union, but at the 



all c< 

tlons. 

In regard to the United Stales, the 
minister says: 

"Without claiming a ahare In the re- 
sponsibilities of the international situ- 
ations, which the vigorous policy of 
the United States of America creates 
and defends, Brazil can not ignore or 
withdraw from the influence which it 
exercises on the destinies of South 
America" 

A commercial union between Chile, 
Argentina and Brasil is advocated. The 
report observes that it is impossible 
for the South Ameriean republics to 
preserve an indifference to each other.
